Zhaba, also known as Bazi, Bozi, Draba, nDrapa, Zaba, Zha 

(Chinese: JL M in or JL E in ), is a Qiangic language of Sichuan, 
China spoken by about 8,000 people in Daofu County and Yajiang 
County. The Zhaba, who are officially classified by the Chinese 
government as ethnic Tibetan people, refer to themselves as [nd^a 1 
pl^J] and to the Zhaba language as [nd^a 1 pka 1]P^ Neighboring 
Khams Tibetan speakers refer to the Zhaba people as [nd^a 1 pal]. 
Zhaba speakers live primarily in the Xianshui River §£ 7K >qj 
valleyj 3 '

Distribution 


A total of 8,319 Zhaba people are distributed in the following townships of Zhaba District ILiJUE of Daofu 
County (Upper Zha _h^L area), and Zhamai District of Yajiang County (Lower Zha T tL area) 

(Gong 2007:2-3).^ Zhaba people from the two districts speak the same mutually intelligible language.
